DRAMA Victor Hugo realized he was onto something 
big with Les Miserables —his advance for the 1862 
masterpiece was a whopping 300,000 francs, 
or close to $4 million in modern American 
currency.

“I Dreamed a Dream,” he would have 
demanded even more. This bold, stirring

Markle and Prince Harry, the pair took the stage 
at a Royal Foundation charity forum alongside 
Prince William and Princess Kate to announce a 
new working partnership among the foursome. 
“Working together as a family, do you ever have 
disagreements about things?” asked moderator 
Tina Daheley. After a few moments of nervous 
shuffling and laughter, William responded, “Oh, 
yes.” Harry then joked that the clashes “come 
so thick and fast.” Had they been resolved? “We 
don’t know,” William said, seemingly jokingly. 

The high-profile appearance would be the 
first time the two couples would publicly join 
forces, and it may be the last. A partnership 
that started off full of promise—the forum 
“summed up the whole idea of the family work¬ 
ing together,” Royal Foundation CEO Lorraine 
Heggessey said at the time—has since crum¬ 
bled. Today the quartet don’t share an office, 
a palace or even an Instagram page. The split 
culminated with Meghan and Harry moving to 
Windsor’s Frogmore Cottage—some 25 miles 
away from the palace home they once shared 
with William, 36, and Kate, 37—and marks the 
end of an era for the royal brothers, who were 
once exceedingly close. Palace insiders brush 
off the shakeup as a natural progression of 
adult siblings and a chance for Harry, 34, and 
Meghan, 37, to escape the “claustrophobic” life 
of Kensington Palace. “It’s very important for

a new direction,” says royal historian Robert 
Lacey. And as William focuses on his role as 
the future King—Queen Elizabeth turns 93 on 
April 21; Prince Charles is 70—he and Harry 
are inherently set upon diverging roads. “This 
is a future-proofing exercise,” a member of 
their team says about dividing the Sussex and 
Cambridge “courts.” 

But multiple sources tell People that there’s 
more to it than that, and that there have been 
deep tensions between the brothers—stretching 
back to when Harry first told his family he want¬ 
ed to marry Meghan early in the relationship. 
Sitting down with Harry, William cautioned his 
brother that things were moving too quickly, a 
source says, leaving Harry angry and hurt. (The 
idea that William and Kate were unfriendly to 
Meghan, though, doesn’t “sound like them,” 
says a friend of both brothers.) 


What has now become clear is that tensions— 

understandable whenever someone new 
enters any family dynamic—had been build¬ 
ing for some time leading up to the wedding.

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insiders. “Harry is very protective and quite 
rightly so,” says one household source. “The 
royal household can be like that. It must be a 
real culture shock for her.” 

Of course, the brothers still attend formal 
events together—most recently April 4, when 
they joined dad Charles to support their shared 
passion for conservation at the premiere of the 
Netflix documentary Our Planet But outside 
such appearances, they don’t spend much time 
together and have separate groups of friends. 
“They are at very different situations in their 
lives,” says a close family friend. 


For those who remember the brothers’ clear 

bond as children—and in the wake of the 1997 
death of their mother, Princess Diana—the 
current distance between them is heartbreak¬ 
ing. “They got great comfort from each oth¬ 
er when their mother died,” says the family 
friend. In the two decades since, William has 
gravitated toward his grandmother for les¬ 
sons in how to conduct himself publicly as 
monarch-in-waiting. (Most recently he made 
headlines for a brief undercover stint with 
U.K. spy agencies.) Harry, who leads with 
his instincts, sees his older brother as being 
hemmed in by protocol and a path that is pre¬ 
set, say sources. But despite their very dif¬ 
ferent roles and work styles, longtime palace 
courtiers had the “homogeneous idea” of the 
two princes working in tandem. “It was only 
going to work until they married—and it went 
on a while longer than perhaps was originally 
thought,” one now concedes. But they have lost 
something by dividing. “It’s a shame,” says the 
household source. “There was power in that 
unity and great strength in the foursome, but 
I see why it is happening. There is always that 
tension: trying to do the PR thing and then 
realizing that they are just real people. They 
want their own place and their own things.” 

Still, those who know the brothers well 
say that the current distance between them 
will not last forever. “There is never any doubt 
that they will be there for each other 100 
percent and support each other when it 
matters,” says one insider. As life continues 
to evolve for both William and Harry— 
marriage, children, work—so too will their 
own relationship. “Maybe they’ll come back 
together a little later,” says the source close 
to the royal household. “It’s another stage in 
the growing up. Sometimes you have to break 
away in order to come back.” •

On May 11, 
2011, Timmothy’s mother had taken the 
6-year-old out of his Aurora, Ill., kinder¬ 
garten class citing a family emergency. 
Three days later her body was found, 
dead by suicide. But Timmothy hadn’t 
been seen since. Now detectives were 
on their way, and Jim couldn’t keep his 
mind from racing ahead—to registering 
his only child, who would now be 14, for 
school, advising him on how to shave, 
teaching him to drive. “I thought. The 
next couple of weeks are going to be 
crazy/ ” he says. “ T’m going to be getting 
my son, change my routine, get back into 
family mode.’ It’s like shift from low gear 
to high gear, I’ve got to try to get him sta¬ 
ble and back to trusting people.” 

By the next day that dream was cru¬ 
elly shattered once again.

authorities uncovered a heartbreaking hoax. The 
boy on the street was actually 23-year-old Brian 
Rini, recently freed from an Ohio prison after serv¬ 
ing nearly 14 months for burglary and vandalism 
and who had twice before claimed falsely to be a 
victim of child sex trafficking, according to the FBI. 
Only when DNA proved his identity did Rini admit 
he’d taken Timmothy’s name after learning about 
his case on ABC’s 20 / 20 , police say. For Jim the rev¬ 
elation brought back all the overwhelming anguish 
he’s endured since Timmothy’s disappearance. 
“The house always feels empty after they get leads 
and conclude it’s not Timmothy” he says. “It’s just 
terrible; nobody should have to live with a missing 
child. It’s just crazy how much pain and suffering 
goes on every day.” 

Rini’s alleged motivation is laid out in a criminal 
complaint. “He wanted to get away from his own 
family,” it says. “Questioned further, Rini stated that 
he wished he had a father like Timmothy’s.” Now 
j ailed and facing up to eight years in prison for mak¬ 
ing false statements to a federal agent, Rini "has

always been troubled,” says bis younger brother 
Jonathan, 21. “I’m so sorry he did this.” Timmothy’s 
grandmother Linda Pitzen, 71, graciously offered 
forgiveness to Rini’s family, saying, “They have 
heartache too. Hopefully now he can get the help he 
needs.” But the dashed hope, like others before it, 
sent Timmothy’s dad reeling. “Every one, you put 
up a little wall or a little more armor to help you deal 
with it,” he says. “It doesn’t get any easier.” 

• •• 

The last time Jim, 47, a designer for an engineering 

company, saw his son, it was when he dropped him 
off at school. That task usually fell to his wife, Amy, 
42, but she had seemed unusually agitated and suf¬ 
fering from vertigo that morning, Jim says, so he 
drove Timmothy and Amy in the family Jeep. He 
remembers watching his “little man” run toward 
his teacher in his Spider-Man light-up shoes, then 
taking Amy to workbefore heading to his own office. 
But when Jim returned to pick up Timmothy later 
that morning, he discovered that Amy had checked 
the boy out just 30 minutes after he’d arrived, citing 
an emergency. The two then disappeared. 

At first Jim thought Amy was just angry at him for

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some reason. Tension in 
their seven-year marriage 
had already led to talk of 
divorce; one week earlier 
Amy had gone on a cruise 
with a friend, leaving Jim 
and their son back at home. 

But when Jim still couldn’t 
reach Amy by the next day, 
he filed a missing persons 
report. On her third day missing, Amy called police 
to say she wasn’t missing at all and put Timmothy on 
the phone in a call to Jim’s brother Chuck, who heard 
no distress. Jim later learned Amy had stopped tak¬ 
ing her prescribed medication for depression; Amy’s 
mom, Alana Anderson, and a friend previously told 
People that Amy had once attempted suicide. 

Jim concedes he didn’t then grasp the depth of 
Amy’s mental-health struggles and hadn’t been as 
present in his family’s life as much as he wished. 
Police eventually tracked mother and son to a zoo, 
then two overnights at indoor water-park resorts, 
all within 200 miles of home, before finding Amy’s 
body in a Rockford, Ill., motel room on May 14, with 
self-inflicted slashes on her wrists and neck and a 
high level of antihistamines in her system, along 
with her note. “She loved that little guy so much,” 
Jim told People in 2015. “I can’t see her killing him. 
I just can’t.” But what did she do with Timmothy? 
“I’m waiting for the answer,” he says. 

Until then Jim surrounds himself at home with 
photographs, stuffed toys and remembrances of a 
child he believes is growing up. After Timmothy 
vanished, Jim found living in the family’s Aurora 
home—with Timmothy’s unfinished backyard tree 
house—to be too painful, so he moved back to his 
hometown of Clinton, Iowa. “I still look for a little 


kid, waist-high, blondish-brown hair with a little 
funny walk, even though I know he’s going to have 
to be 6-ft. tall somewhere,” Jim says. An age- 
progressed photo from the National Center for 
Missing & Exploited Children showing what Tim¬ 
mothy might look like today is tacked to Jim’s fridge 
beside Timmothy’s preschool artwork. Jim’s now 
been without Timmothy for longer than they were 
together. But he hasn’t given up. “My son is still out 
there somewhere needing to come home to his 
family,” he says. “Eventually he’ll find me.”

There Are Perks to Growing Older 

I’m now more able to trust that everything is going 
to be okay and enjoy the whole process instead of 
breathing a sigh of relief when everything goes 
well.

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“What really 
makes me happy is 
knowing that I have 
a very good God- 
oriented family/’ 
says John (at Lake 
Sainte Louise on 
March 20). “And 
that I’m still here.” 
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When John Smith arrived at the ER, frigid and 
without a pulse, even veteran doctors thought 
he didn’t stand a chance. On Jan. 19,2015, Smith, 
then 14, had been goofing around with two 
friends out on the frozen Lake Sainte Louise in 
St. Charles, Mo., when the ice gave way and all 
three boys fell through to the water below. While 
one friend scrambled out and the other was 
quickly rescued, Smith slipped under the surface 
of the water and sank to the bottom, where he 
remained for 15 minutes while first responders 
frantically tried to find him. After firefighters 
pulled out his body, paramedics and doctors at the 
nearby St. Joseph Hospital West performed CPR 
for 43 minutes, to no avail. “When John arrived 
by EMS, he was cold, lifeless,” ER doctor Kent 
Sutterer said in 2015. “We immediately went to 
work, knowing that this is a grave situation... this 
is what we call in a lot of instances a ‘practice case’ 
because you don’t expect any return to life.” 


But Smith did survive—making a full recov¬ 
ery that stunned medical staff and led his deeply 
religious family to credit the power of faith and 
prayer. Their experience inspired the new movie 
Breakthrough, starring This Is Us’s Chrissy Metz 
as Smith’s mom, Joyce. As Sutterer prepared 
to tell Joyce, now 68, that her son had died, she 
entered John’s room and “walked up to the end 
of the bed and felt his feet, how cold and gray they 
were,” she recalls. “I remembered in church all 
my life hearing this scripture that says, ‘The Holy 
Spirit will raise Christ Jesus from the dead.’ ” 
Joyce began praying loudly over her son’s body. 
“The minute I prayed ‘Holy Spirit, please come 
and give me back my son!’ his heartbeat started.” 

Smith was airlifted to Cardinal Glennon 
Children’s Hospital in St. Louis, where he ini¬ 
tially had multiple organ failure and hardly any 
sign of neurological function. But he walked out 
of the hospital on his own less than three weeks

later with no brain damage. “It is very rare but not 
unheard of if the water is extremely cold,” says 
Dr. Travis Stork, host of The Doctors, of how 
Smith was able to survive without a pulse for 
so long. “Extremely cold water slows the heart¬ 
beat and redistributes blood flow to 
the heart, lungs and brain—the vital 
organs that are most in need of blood 
and oxygen.” 

Today John believes in miracles. 

At a recent event to promote the 
movie, the 18-year-old stood on the 
shore of the same lake he fell through, 
smiling as the crowd cheered in cel¬ 
ebration of his incredible story of 
survival. The people who helped him 
are now his extended family: first 
responders on the scene, doctors, 
peers from his high school, his pastor 
Jason Noble and fellow members of 
First Assembly Church in St. Peters, 

Mo. “I’m extremely blessed and happy 
to be alive,” says the soft-spoken teen, 
who was adopted from Guatemala 
by Joyce, a homemaker, and dad 
Brian, 65, a retired journalist, when 
he was 5 months old after they had 
raised three sons between them.

Before the accident, “I had 
a lot of issues,” John adds. 
“I was chasing after what I 
wanted instead of what God 
had for me.” 

Though he didn’t suffer 
any permanent physical 
harm, John struggled to find 
meaning in his survival. “I 
had to deal with answering 
the question of ‘Why me?’ ” 
he says. “After time and a lot of prayer and men¬ 
toring, I eventually saw that God is the only way 
to get through something like this.” In the years 
since, John has traveled around the country 
to speak to young people and plans to attend a 

Christian college in the fall. He’s also 
just a regular kid, a LeBron James fan 
who coaches youth basketball. “I’m a 
typical high schooler. I’m not always 
going to be perfect, I’m still going to 
screw up, but I definitely want to in¬ 
fluence my generation.” 

The ordeal also shaped Joyce’s 
perspective as a mom. “I’ve had to 
learn to let go,” she says. “You learn 
that things like a messy room aren’t 
that important because it could be an 
empty room. You learn to appreciate 
life and start looking at things that 
matter.” Besides having her son back, 
Joyce is most grateful “for the love 
that seems to surround all of this,” 
she adds. “The platform we have 
to tell people: Be happy for what 
you have; you don’t know if you’re 
going to have it tomorrow. Be thank¬ 
ful for it. And there’s hope. There’s 
always hope.” •

FATHER FAR TOO SOON-AND HER 
BROTHER TOO. NOW SHE’S MAKING 
A FAMILY DREAM COME TRUE 

Shannon Lee was just 4 years old when her father, 

martial-arts icon Bruce Lee, died in 1973 at age 32 
from a cerebral edema (a swelling in the brain caused 
by excess fluid) —but she still feels a close connection 
to him. “When he focusedhis attention onyou, it was 
like having the sun shine on you,” she says. “That 
feeling has stayed with me my whole life.” 

Shannon, 50, has devoted herself to keeping 
her father’s memory alive—as well as honoring 
her brother, actor Brandon Lee, who died in 1993 
at age 28 after being shot by a faulty prop gun on 
the set of The Crow. As CEO of Bruce Lee Family 
Companies, which manages the star’s legacy, 
she’s now fulfilling her dad’s dream for a TV 
series. The new Cinemax show Warrior, about 
a martial-arts prodigy, is based on a concept 
Bruce developed nearly 50 years ago. Shannon 
(whose mom, Linda Lee Cadwell, 74, wed Bruce 
after they met in college) says her dad “would be 
thrilled” his idea finally made it to the screen.

Raised in Hong Kong, Bruce moved to the U.S. 
at 18 and opened martial-arts studios before 
catching the eye of Hollywood. He played the 
sidekick in the 1966 TV show The Green Hornet 
before his breakthrough—and final—role in 
1973’s Enter the Dragon. In 1971 Bruce pitched 
Warner Bros, a show about a martial artist in 
the Old West—but the studio passed, saying 
American audiences weren’t ready for an Asian 
lead. (A similar series. Rung Fu, soon hit the air 
starring David Carradine.) In 2014 Shannon got 
a call from Fast & Furious director Justin Lin, 
who asked to see Bruce’s notes on the series. 
The two joined forces to create Warrior, which 
Shannon hopes will help more people discover 
Bruce’s impact as a philosopher as well as a kung 
fu master. After her brother’s death, “I was really 
struggling,” Shannon says, “and I came across 
one quote my father wrote that said, ‘The med¬ 
icine for my suffering I had within me from the 
very beginning. Now I see that I will never find 
the light unless, like the candle, I am my own 
fuel.’ That led me on a path of healing and has

TO EXPOSE THE EFFECTS OF CLIMATE CHANGE 


V iewers are used to seeing the 

affable A1 Roker in any number of 
lighthearted situations. But last 
week’s assignment took Today ’s 
beloved weatherman on a more 
serious mission, to Alaska’s northernmost shore 
and a town called Utqiagvik—better known as 
ground zero for climate change. “Alaska is the 
canary in the coal mine when it comes to climate,” 
says Roker, 64, a longtime advocate in the fight 
against global warming. “It’s warming twice as fast 
as the rest of the world. We wanted to call atten¬ 
tion to it because now, what happens in the Arctic 
doesn’t stay in the Arctic.” 

Indeed, from catastrophic hurricanes to deadly 
floods and wildfires, the effects of global warming 
are making headlines around the country—and 
in Roker’s weather reports. “All of these things 
are climate,” he says.

peratures along the 1,000-mile stretch of Alaska’s 
northern shore have resulted in melting ice floes, 
sea surges that, in turn, contaminate local water 
supplies and coastal erosion that threatens to dis¬ 
locate whole communities.

“I’m a concerned citizen, and I’ve got a 
bully pulpit,” says the father of three, who practic¬ 
es what he preaches at home, where he’s building a 
backyard compost heap and gave family members 
reusable metal drinking straws at Christmas. “If we 
take action, we can make a difference.” —K.C. BAKER

The 
lawsuit claims that Visa and Mastercard, separately, and together 
with certain banks, violated antitrust laws and caused merchants 
to pay excessive fees for accepting Visa and Mastercard credit and 
debit cards, including by:

The defendants say they have done nothing wrong. They say that 
their business practices are legal and the result of competition, 
and have benefitted merchants and consumers. The Court has not 
decided who is right because the parties agreed to a settlement. The 
Court has given preliminary approval to this settlement. 

The Settlement 

Under the settlement. Visa, Mastercard, and the bank defendants 
have agreed to provide approximately $6.24 billion in class 
settlement funds. Those funds are subject to a deduction to account 
for certain merchants that exclude themselves from the Rule 23(b) 
(3) Settlement Class, but in no event will the deduction be greater 
than $700 million. The net class settlement fund will be used to 
pay valid claims of merchants that accepted Visa or Mastercard 
credit or debit cards at any time between January 1, 2004 and 
January 25, 2019. 

This settlement creates the following Rule 23(b)(3) Settlement 
Class: All persons, businesses, and other entities that have accepted 
any Visa-Branded Cards and/or Mastercard-Branded Cards in the 
United States at any time from January 1, 2004 to January 25, 2019, 
except that the Rule 23(b)(3) Settlement Class shall not include 
(a) the Dismissed Plaintiffs, (b) the United States government,

If the Court Approves the 
Final Settlement 

Members of the Rule 23(b)(3) Settlement Class who do not exclude 
themselves by the deadline will be bound by the terms of this 
settlement, including the release of claims against the released 
parties provided in the settlement agreement, whether or not the 
members file a claim for payment. 

The settlement will resolve and release claims by class members for 
monetary compensation or injunctive relief against Visa, Mastercard, 
or other defendants. The release bars the following claims: 

• Claims based on conduct and rules that were alleged or raised 
in the litigation, or that could have been alleged or raised in the 
litigation relating to its subject matter. This includes any claims 
based on interchange fees, network fees, merchant discount 
fees, no-surcharge rules, no-discounting rules, honor-all-cards 
rules, and certain other conduct and rules.

These claims based on future 
substantially similar rules are released if they accrue up to five 
years following the court’s approval of the settlement and the 
resolution of all appeals. 

The settlement’s resolution and release of these claims is intended to 
be consistent with and no broader than federal law on the identical 
factual predicate doctrine. 

The release does not extinguish the following claims: 

• Claims based on conduct or rules that could not have been 
alleged or raised in the litigation. 

• Claims based on future rules that are not substantially similar 
to rules that were or could have been alleged or raised in 
the litigation. 

• Any claims that accrue more than five years after the court’s 
approval of the settlement and the resolution of any appeals. 

The release also will have the effect of extinguishing all similar or 
overlapping claims in any other actions, including but not limited to 
the claims asserted in a California state court class action brought on 
behalf of California citizen merchants and captioned Nuts for Candy 
v. Visa, Inc., et al.. No. 17-01482 (San Mateo County Superior 
Court). Pursuant to an agreement between the parties in Nuts for 


Candy , subject to and upon final approval of the settlement of the 
Rule 23(b)(3) Settlement Class, the plaintiff in Nuts for Candy will 
request that the California state court dismiss the Nuts for Candy 
action. Plaintiff’s counsel in Nuts for Candy may seek an award in 
Nuts for Candy of attorneys’ fees not to exceed $6,226,640.00 and 
expenses not to exceed $493,697.56. Any fees or expenses awarded 
in Nuts for Candy will be separately funded and will not reduce 
the settlement funds available to members of the Rule 23(b)(3) 
Settlement Class. 

The release does not bar the injunctive relief claims or the 
declaratory relief claims that are a predicate for the injunctive relief 
claims asserted in the pending proposed Rule 23(b)(2) class action 
captioned Barry’s Cut Rate Stores, Inc., et. al. v. Visa, Inc., et al., 
MDL No. 1720, Docket No. 05-md-01720-MKB-JO {“Barry’s”). 
Injunctive relief claims are claims to prohibit or require certain 
conduct. They do not include claims for payment of money, such 
as damages, restitution, or disgorgement. As to all such claims for 
declaratory or injunctive relief in Barry’s, merchants will retain all 
rights pursuant to Rule 23 of the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure
